Corn root worm damage isn’t easy 
to see until it’s too late to do anything 
about it. But when you see a field of 
corn like that above—with lots of down 
corn and crooked stalks—chances are 
corn root worm is the trouble.

SUPPOSE TAFT had beaten Eisen- 
hower for the Republican nomination?

Corn Quotas 


Unless Law Is Changed, 
Corn Producers Will Be 
Up Against Quota Deal 


ARMERS voted on wheat quotas 

after this issue of Wallaces’ Farmer 
and Iowa Homestead was sent to press. 
Many subscribers, as they read this edi- 
torial, will know whether wheat farm- 
ers voted for or against quotas. 

As this is written, the editors don’t 
know. We do know, however, that the 
election should never have been held. 

As we pointed out months ago, the law 
on wheat quotas is out of date. The sen- 
sible thing this year was to change the 
law so that no vote would be required. 

Wheat farmers, in the quota election, 
were really being asked “Would you 
rather be hanged or beheaded?” 

-Wheat farmers had to choose between 
marketing quotas plus a 20 percent acre- 
age cut plus a 90 percent loan, and no 
quotas plus a 50 percent loan. 


F Secretary Benson and the Depart- 

ment of Agriculture had got to work 
early, the election need not have been 
held. Congressmen like Hope of Kansas 
worked hard to revise the law, but they 
got little help from the administration. 

With drouth in the southwest and rust 
in the spring wheat sections, it is doubt- 
ful whether there is any sense in reduc- 
ing wheat acreage in 1954. 

These billion bushel wheat crops are 
a new thing. They are largely a product 
of favorable weather in the _ great 
plains. 
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the Taft view, and he didn’t care whethe, 
McCarthy liked it or not. 

Bob Taft was willing to be unpopular 
for things he believed in. That’s a rare 
trait. It won him respect from both his 
friends and his opponents. 


You'll Need Bonds 


BACK IN 1928, when a farmer took iy 
a dollar, he had to pay out 51 cents to 
cover operating expenses. In 1951, fo 
every dollar taken in, he had to pay out 
74 cents. 

He made lots more money in 1951 than 
in 1928, but his margin of safety was 
narrower. 

In the twenties, if he had a bad year 
and took in 75 cents instead of a dollar, 
he could still get along. But today, if 
he takes in 75 cents instead of a dollar, 
he’s dragging on the bottom. 

One thing this means is that the farmer 
today can’t stand the ups and downs he 
used to take, unless he has more reserves 
on hand than he used to have. 

That’s why more farmers are buying 
U.S. Savings Bonds. If a bad year should 
come along, or a sharp drop in prices, 
these bonds might save your neck. 


Coming? 


If the weather shifts—as it seems to 
be doing—wheat production will drop, 
and reserves will dwindle. Meanwhile 
we need wheat to feed our people and to 
help our friends abroad. Why whittle 
acreage in the face of these risks and 
these needs? 

Now the wheat election is over, look 
for enemies of the farm program to draw 
the wrong morals from it. 

If wheat quotas are beaten, this will 
be claimed as proof that farmers object 
to farm programs and really want 50 per- 
cent loans. 

If wheat quotas are adopted, look for 
regulations to make enforcement diff- 
cult and painful, in order to discourage 
farmers so they’ll never vote for another 
program. 


ORN farmers cannot lean back and 
say: “Let’s you and him fight.” Corn 
will be in trouble next.

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Stamps For Beef 


BEEF MEN—particularly those in the 
drouth area—say they want more help. 
Not only cheap feed, and more credit, 
but supports for beef prices. 

Some congressmen have urged that 
the government go into the cattle busi- 
ness and buy everything offered at a 
bottom price of 10 to 12 cents. 

So far the USDA has bought small 
quantities of canned beef. To support 
prices Of low grade cattle from drouth 
districts would take much bigger orders. 

Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead believes that the beef men have a 
case, but we would say the government 
had better keep out of the cattle buying 
business. Instead, buy more canned beef 
from packers. That will help support 
cattle prices and avoid putting the gov- 
ernment directly into business. 

But there is no sense in going into a 
big beef-buying program unless there is 
some plan for using the beef. Here again, 
Senator Aiken’s stamp plan fits in. It 
could be used for canned beef, for but- 
ter and for cheese. Issue stamps to those 
on relief and to public institutions. 


Big Shots Get Less 


BIG SHOTS get less money, little fellows 
more than back in the thirties. New 
study by Kuznets indicates that the top 


five percent of income earners got 
around 22.7 percent of national income 
in 1939, but only 15.1 percent now. 


Turn that into dollars. The top five 
percent would be getting 56 billions a 
year, if they were operating at the 1939 
rate. As it is, their take is about 37 
billions. 

Main point here for farmers is that 
this re-distribution of a large national 
income has produced more milk and 
meat eaters in the lower income groups. 
The eating habits of the top five percent 
don't mean much to agriculture. It is 
the buying power of the 95 percent 
that makes the farm market.

FEEDER Cattle? 


HAve cattle prices reached or passed 
the low point in the downward 
swing? That’s the big question for 
feeder cattle buyers. 

Let’s see what some Iowa feeders say 
about it. Then consider the factors that 
may pull cattle prices still lower or 
make them go higher. 


“I think we’ve seen the low time 
for 1953,” says a Polk county, Iowa, 
feeder. June was the low month, 
he believes. 


This feeder doesn’t look for higher 
prices, however. He thinks “the weather 
and the runs” will make the market. 

A Sac county, Iowa, feeder thinks 
feeder cattle may be lower this month 
than in September and October. 

This feeder, too, thinks weather will 
have something to do with the cattle 
market. He adds these conditions to his 
prediction: “if drouth conditions in the 
Southwest let up... and if the Midwest 
gets good hay, feed and corn crops.” 

But a Delaware county, Iowa, feeder 
thinks cattle may be cheaper as time 
goes on. However, a spurt in prices 
might come first. 

“With rains in the drouth areas, and

an outbreak of optimism, we could have a 
surprisingly strong market for a time.” 

Then he calls attention to the record 
cattle numbers on farms and ranches. 
And the chance that heavy shipments 
will drive cattle prices lower later in 
the season. 

You'll notice that these cattle feeders 
divide as to whether cattle prices have 
reached the bottom. 

That may be something near the divi- 
sion among feeders generally. “I’ve 
heard many express the view that we’ve 
passed the low point,” says a Benton 
county, Iowa, feeder. 

Now let’s look at the factors that indi- 
cate steady or higher prices. And the 
ones that suggest feeder cattle prices 
may go still lower. 

Feeder steers are $10 per 100 pounds 
cheaper now than one year ago. They’re 
$15 cheaper now than at this time two 
years ago. Feeder cattle cost just about 
half of what they did in 1951. 

That’s a big adjustment in feeder 
cattle prices. Values were out of line 
with other products when the down 
movement started. But a lot of water 
has been squeezed out. 

Could the present level of cattle prices 
be one that might last? 
Let’s look at the consump- 
tion end of the business. 

We're slaughtering rec- 
ord numbers of beef cattle. 
But consumers are taking 
the meat at present prices. 
It’s not piling up in cold 
storage. 

That would indicate that 
present prices of beef cattle 
may be on a realistic level 
—at least as long as high 
employment and good con- 
sumer incomes continue. 

One other point indi- 
cates the bottom may have 
been reached. Beef cattle 
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mand—these and other factors all have a direct effect 
on the price ranchers ask and on what feeders pay, 


prices are just about in line with corn 
prices. And beef cattle are lower com- 
paratively than hogs. 

Points mentioned so far might indi- 
cate that cattle prices have reached their 
low. But let’s look at the other side. 

Feeder cattle coming to markets this 
fall could top any previous record. We 
have more cattle on pastures and ranges 
than ever before. 

Cattle owners might market extra 
cattle because of feed shortage. Or they 
might sell because of a pessimistic state 
of mind. 

There’s something to be watched on 
the consumption side too. Economists 
once thought some business decline 
might occur the latter half of this year. 
Now they say it may come in the first 
half of next year. 


‘Without full employment and 
high consumer income, present beef 
production would be too much, 


We might sum up the situation this 
way: 

Factors indicating that cattle prices 
have reached bottom: (1) big price ad- 
justment has already been made, (2) 
consumers are taking the beef at present 
prices, and (3) cattle prices are in line 
with other prices. 

Factors indicating possible further 
cattle price declines: (1) feeder supplies 
may be very heavy this fall, and (2) 
some decline in consumer purchasing 
power is possible. 

After looking at these factors, you may 
believe, with other feeders, that feeder 
cattle prices have reached the bottom. 

Then the time to buy cattle would be 
when feed supplies and‘other conditions 
on your farm are favorable. 

Or you might believe that feeder cattle 
prices have already gone lower than 
conditions warrant. 

That would suggest the early purchase 
of your feeder cattle. 

Or you might believe, like others, that 
cattle prices may go lower yet; that the 
full effect of big cattle numbers has not 
been felt. 

Then you might want to buy feeders 
late, to get the advantage of any furthe? 
price declines.

How will it be handled? Howard Hill, 
president of the Iowa Farm Bureau, 
farms in Dallas county, lowa. He makes 
these suggestions: 

“T am thinking of shelling my ear corn 
that I have under a purchase agreement. 
Then I plan to convert this to the loan 
program by storing it in a machine shed, 
even if I have to let some of my ma- 
chinery stand out in the open...

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College as being the cheapest storage on 
the basis of 20-year life and continuous 
need for storage. 

Many will reseal ear corn in the crib. 
In either case, new cribs or bins will be 
needed. 

What a farmer will build turns on 
whether he is an owner or a tenant 
how well equipped the farm is for grain 
storage now, and whether he believes 
that government policy will be directed 
toward large on-the-farm storage for 3 
good many years. 

There are several things for every 
farmer to do right now: 


If you have loan corn, check 
with your local PMA committee to 
see how much CCC can take and 
how many bushels you'll have to 
reseal. 


Estimate your current yield 
and see how much new storage 
you'll need to handle resealed corn 
and the new crop. 


3. If you need new storage. get 
busy and order the cribs, bins or 
the materials. There will be a rush 
later on. Remember the jam for 
storage equipment last year. This 
year it will be a lot worse. 


The market price of new corn nex! 
fall depends on how much old corn & 
resealéd and how much new corn is pu! 
under loan. Present guessing puts the 
December price at around $1.20 a bushel 
at lowa country points. 

If the resealing program goes ove! 
strong and if large quantities of ne™ 
corn are put under loan, the marke! 
price may come closer to the sealing 
level. If resealing breaks down and 
storage space is not available for 10a! 
on new corn, the price may break 
below $1.20. 

This is a vital item for cash corn me” 
but it is also highly important for liv 
stock men. Cheap corn this winter will 
make cheap hogs a year later.

Weather Now? 


Last Two Weeks Of August Can Pu 


Weight and Feeding Value In Corn 


ys corn crop isn’t entirely 
made until it’s dented hard. 
Weather in the last half of Au- 
gust can affect both quantity 
and quality. 

With good corn weather, ears 
will be tight and hard. Kernels 
will be plump, with a bright oily 
appearance. Both test weight and 
the shelling percentage will be 
good. 

With real bad corn weather, 
some ears might be loose and 
rubbery. Kernels would be short 
and shriveled, and look dull 
when shelled. Weight per meas- 
ured bushel would be under 56 
pounds. 


What is good corn weather 
for August? What will make 
the corn that weighs heavy 
and feeds well? 


‘We need a different kind of 
weather for late August this 
year than we would need after 
some kinds of growing seasons. 
This is an advanced corn crop. A 
warm June put it ahead of sched- 
ule. 

Average rainfall and cool days 
will probably make the best corn. 
Such weather will keep corn 
from drying too fast. Ears and 
kernels will have time to fill out 
naturally. 

Of course, that answer doesn’t 
fit every field and every area. 
Some fields were planted late. 
Some areas have been so dry 
that ear development has been 
held back. 

Such fields and areas might 
need lots of rain and Warm 
weather in the latter part of Au- 
gust. The kind of weather we 
need in late corn years. 

How much damage might hot, 
dry weather in the last half of 
August do to the corn crop? 

That depends, of course, on the 
condition of your crop now. 
Rains have been spotted this 
year. Let’s consider the fields 
that have had sufficient rain up 
this time. 


AND IOWA HOMESTEAD 


If your corn is in good shape 
now, you'd still have a very big 
crop. There might be some 
chaffy ears. All ears would bea 
little lighter than if maturit 
were slow. Damage could be five 
to 10 percent. 

But if your fields are fire 
badly now, the damage woul 
be much greater. Growth coul 
be almost stopped at the earl 
dent stage. 

If growth is stopped entirel 
at the early dent stage, you'd lose 
about“45 percent of the dry mat- 
ter the corn would have at me 
turity, according to Iowa State 
College tests. At the late dent 
stage, you would still lose 1 
percent. 

“Of course, dry weather might 
not stop growth entirely as wa 
done in the experiments. But al 
extremely rapid’ drying up o 
corn could cut weight and feed 
ing value by 25 percent. 

But what if we have heavy 
rains and warm weather in the 
last half of August? How would 
that affect corn? 

It would help those areas that 
have been hit by drouth It 
wouldn’t make any more éals 
But ears that are already * 
would have a chance to fill ov! 
completely. 

Heavy rains and wari 
weather would do no particu 
lar harm in areas where cor 
has had sufficient rain. The 
moisture would offset the 
drying effects of heat. Cor 
wouldn't dry too fast. 


While the best corn maturils 
weather for the last half of AY 
gust in most areas would be 
moderate rainfall and - 
weather, there are other - 
binations that would finish ” 
the crop in good shape. 

Warm and wet is one. Coo! 
and dry is another. Only hot 
and dry is to be feared, and that 
probably couldn’t keep this © 
crop from being a big one.

Meat-Type Boar 


For You? 


Compare Size With Age. Don’t Confuse 
Meat-Type With Poor-Doing Lard Type 


AIR time is boar-hunting 

time for lots of hog produc- 
ers. Are you going to get a meat- 
type boar this year? 

Much is being said these days 
about meat-type hogs. Almost 
everybody agrees that meat-type 
is what we should be producing. 
The consumer doesn’t want fat 
pork. And there’s a poor market 
for lard. 

But that’s as far as some farm- 
ers will go without argument. 
You can hear stories like this 
one from one Clay county, Iowa, 
farmer. He used a_ bacon-type 
boar a few years ago—hoping 
that the cross would result in 
meat-type hogs. 

“No more of that,” the farmer 
declares. “It took me _ seven 
months to get those hogs to 
market. And by that time, the 
price had dropped.” 

Does it really cost more to pro- 
duce meat-type hogs? Not ac- 
cording -to tests at Iowa State 
College and other agricultural 
experiment stations. 

Meatier type hogs gained just 
as fast as lardier hogs in Iowa 
State College tests. And they 
required no more feed. 


One point should be em- 
phasized. There are fast- 
growing, cheap-gaining meat- 
type hogs, and there are 
slow-gaining meat-type hogs. 


That’s what makes selection 
of meat-type boars tricky busi- 
ness. And that’s what may have 
soured some farmers on meat- 
type hogs. 

“It’s harder to find good-doing 
meat-type boars than to find good 
boars of the lardy type,” con- 
tends Roy Olson of Dickinson 
county, Iowa. 

“Sometimes you can mistake 
a poor-doing lard hog for a real 
meat hog,” Olson explains. “Re- 
sult is that you breed for poor- 
doing hogs. And you get hogs 
that don’t gain fast.” 

“What we need,” Olson de- 
clares, “is a good-doing meat- 
type hog.” 
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Chances are you can tell a 
meat-type boar when you see 
one. He’ll have good length and 
depth, a full ham, solid muscle 
ing thruout and a trim jowl and 
underline. And he should have 
strong feet and legs. But in buy- 
ing a boar, you can’t go on ap 
pearance alone. 

What about his size in rela 
tion to his age? Is he a fast 
grower? What size litter did he 
come from? 

“Size of litter and rate of 
growth should .be_ considered 
first,” says Dr. J. M. Jones of 
Dickinson county, Iowa. “Then 
select for meat type.” 

A veterinarian, Dr. Jones, 
raises purebred hogs as a side 
line. He’s intensely interested in 
producing meat-type breeding 
stock for use in his community. 

“That means you have to be 
pretty reckless with the knife,” 
Dr. Jones says. He castrated al- 
most a third of his boar pigs this 
year. And he has some of the 
best bloodlines of the breed in 
his herd. 

You can find meat-type 
hogs in any breed. But don't 
confuse meat-type with meat- 
less-type. You don’t want a 
runt or a slow-growing hog 
for a herd boar. 

Some farmers sel] to buyels 
who pay premium for meat-type 
hogs. Joe Wise of Buena Vist 
county, Iowa, has been getting 
25 to 40 cents premium. 

“That’s not as much as ! 
should be,” Wise argues. “But 
I’m satisfied that it pays to raise 
meat hogs anyway.” Wise says 
his lengthy sows farrow bigge 
litters. And it takes no more 
feed and no more time to 8é 
the meat-type hogs to market 

M. H. Mustard of Emmet coul 
ty, Iowa, is another hog pr 
ducer who has been striving fof 
meat-type in his herd. : 

“I have 108 pigs from 11 spring 
litters. And last year I sold 10 
hogs that weighed 212 pounds 
when they were five months 
old. I don’t see anything wrong 
with that,” Mustard says.

How Many Cows Should You Be Milking To 
Save Money By Using A Milking Machine? 


UT costs by spending more 
money for equipment? Some- 
times you have to do some work 
with pencil and paper to be sure 
that kind of advice is sound. 
But labor-saving equipment 
can save you money—if you can 
use the time that’s saved to an 
advantage. Or if it lets you get 
the job done with less hired 
help. 

Let’s look at the case for 
milking machines. How 
much does it cost to use a 
milking machine? How much 
time can you save? Can you 
afford te own one? 


Fixed costs such as deprecia- 
tion, interest, taxes and insur- 
ance account for most of the cost 
of using a milking machine. So 
the more you use a machine, the 
less the cost per cow. 

USDA studies show that the 
cost of a milking machine for a 
six-cow herd is about $8.80 per 
cow per year. For 15 cows, the 
cost is about $3.80. And for larger 
herds, the cost gradually drops 
to about $3.00 per cow per year. 

Those costs are figured on two 
single milking units operated by 
a one-half horsepower electric 
motor, based on 1950 prices. 
They include fixed costs as well 
as repairs and electricity. 

Now, how much labor can you 
save by using a milking machine, 
as compared with milking by 
hand? USDA and Iowa State 
College workers put that ques- 
tion to a group of eastern lowa 
farmers. Here’s. how they 
answered: 

Farmers with six to 10 cows 
in their herds said milking ma- 
chines saved them an average of 
0.9 hour per day. A labor saving 
of 1.5 hours per day was report- 
ed by farmers with 11 to 15 
cows. And farmers with 16 to 
25 cows in their herds said milk- 
ing machines saved them an 
average of two hours work per 
day. 

So in using a milking machine, 
the big dairyman gets a lower 
cost per cow and a greater sav- 
ing in labor. What about the 
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small herd owner? Does he save 
money by using a milking ma- 
chine? 

Bob Page of Sac county, Iowa, 
figures‘that his milking machine 
saves him an hour’s labor per 
day on his 10-cow herd. 

“T had to milk by hand when 
the power lines were down a 
couple of times this summer,” 
Page says. “And I think an hour 
a day is a conservative estimate.” 

Let’s suppose you have eight 
milk cows. On the basis of 
answers from eastern Iowa farm- 
ers, you might expect a milking 
machine to save 0.9 hours of 
work per day. That’s 330 hours 
per year. 

If your time is worth 75 cents 
an hour, that means a milking 
machine would save $247.50 
worth of labor per year. But 
there’s more to the story. 

With a herd of eight cows, 
cost of using the milking ma 
chine will add up to about $7.00 
per cow per year—say a total of 
$56 per year for the herd. 

Subtract the cost of using the 
milking machine from the saving 
in labor. And you still have a net 
saving of $191.50. 

Sounds pretty good, doesnt 
it? But remember this is ll 
paperwork. And it’s based prt 
marily on the labor-saving est! 
mates of 46 farmers who us 
milking machines on small herds. 
Maybe those farmers guessed 
wrong when they made the rt 
port. Or, more likely, a g00 
share of the work of cleaning 
utensils may have been shifted 
to other members of the family 
—leaving the farmer with more 
time for other jobs. 


But if you were to cut 
the estimated saving of labor 
in half, you'd still be ahead 
to use a milking machine. 


Also, figures are based on the 
assumption that you can make 
good use of the time that a milk- 
ing machine saves for Yo 
Maybe the time you spend milk 
ing cows isn’t worth 75 cents am 
hour. In that case, the saving 
might be smaller.

Dairy Cows Have 
Troubles Too 






Dairymen May Ask For Another 
Year Of 90 Percent Supports 


How can you handle big 
reserves of grain so market 
won't be hurt? How will 
farm views affect new legis- 
lation for agriculture? These 
and other questions in the 
news are discussed below by 
the editor. 


F you’re milking cows, do you 

think the 90 percent support 
on dairy products should be con- 
tinued after the trial year is up 
next April? 

Last spring, Secretary Benson 
said he’d support dairy products 
at 90 percent for a year. But by 
the end of the year, dairymen 
would have to come up with 
something better. 

In the meantime, Benson has 
bought a lot of butter and cheese. 
So he’s against just going out 
and buying more. 

Some dairy leaders want 90 
percent supports continued, or 
feed supports cut, or both. And 
they also want a vigorous selling 
campaign to talk consumers into 
buying more milk, more butter, 
more cheese.

What does Secretary Ben- 
son think needs to be done 
to increase consumption of 
dairy products? 


He thinks selling campaigns 
are all right. But he also wants 
ways to move surplus milk from 
the middle west into the south 
and east. He wants to cut costs 
of producing and distributing 
milk. And he wants to get rid 
of legal barriers that keep mid- 
west milk from getting into east- 
ern markets. 

Most farmers would agree that 
these steps are necessary. But to 
carry them out means a fight 
with some eastern dairy groups, 
who don’t want midwest milk 
shipped in. 

*~ * « * 

How can big reserves of 
corn, wheat and cotton be so 
handled that the market 
prices won't be hurt? 


First job here is for congress 
to decide how big reserves ought 
to be. And then to say when 
such reserves can be fed out on 
the market. 

John H. Davis, assistant sec- 
retary of agriculture, says: “We 
need a more clearly established 
government policy so that the 
grain and cotton trade will not 
be jittery as to what the gov- 
ernment may do with its stocks 
and thus affect the market.” 

Davis thinks that if emergency 
reserves were locked up and 
made available only in case of 
unusual need, business men 
would be more willing to push 
export trade. 

The USDA is now checking on 
storage space. Secretary Benson, 
as is well known, would like to 
get the government out of the 
storage business entirely. But if

Shipping Fever 


Buyer Can Prevent Heavy Shipping Fever 
Losses Thru Proper Care And Handling 


;,VERY year during the fall 

+ months, thousands of cattle 
changé homes. They move from 
range to the Corn Belt, from 
south to north, from pasture to 
dry lot. 

And as these cattle move, you 
can be almost sure that each one 
has been exposed to the organ- 
ism that causes shipping fever. 

This organism called Pasteur- 
ella is often faqund in healthy 
cattle. But where it does damage 
is when it finds tired, weak, poor- 
ly fed, or mishandled cattle. 
Sickness and weight loss follow. 

Common symptoms of shipping 
fever are going off-feed, eye 
and nasal discharges, fever, and 
scouring. The disease may range 
from the mild to the acute form 
which causes death quickly. 

Shipping fever can be prevent- 
ed, says Dr. John B. Herrick, 
Iowa State College veterinarian, 
if cattlkemen keep these facts in 
mind: 


1. All eattle are suscep- 
tible, especially if they are 
in a weakened condition. 

2. Cattle can be protected 
to some degree by proper im- 
munization. 

3. Cattle need careful hand- 
ling upon arrival at the feed- 
er’s farm. 

It’s not hard to understand 
why feeder cattle often pick up 
shipping fever. Think of the way 
many cattle are handled as they 
come off the range. 

Cattle are hauled or driven 
from ranch to freight car. Calves, 
which are the most susceptible to 
shipping fever have to undergo 
the extra shock of weaning. Then 
comes the long ride to auction 
barn, public yard, or perhaps to 
the feeder’s farm. 

Feeding and watering are al- 
most certain to be irregular. It’s 
likely that both feed and water 
will be different than the cattle 
are used to. Strange noises and 
sights will keep the cattle ex- 
cited and stirred up. Bad weath- 
er may lower their resistance 
further. 

On the trip, they are almost 
certain to have picked up the 
shipping fever organism from 


the freight car, at the yard or 
sale barn, or from other cattle, 
And while the cattles’ resistance 
is low, the shipping fever organ. 
ism goes to work. 

What can cattle buyers do to 
prevent shipping fever? Dr. Her. 
rick has these suggestions: 

1. TRY TO buy direct if pos- 
sible. Then your cattle will by- 
pass the assembly points and 
will have a chance of escaping 
contact with the shipping fever 
organisms. Use all the care pos- 
sible during shipping especially 
with calves that have been nurs- 
ing. 


2. CATTLE that have been 
vaccinated with shipping fever 
hacterin 10 to 14 days before 
exposure will have some immun- 
ity to the disease. This immunity 
lasts for several weeks. 

Bacterins given the day of 
shipment are not of much value. 
So if vaccination is claimed, ask 
for proof. A veterinarian’s cer- 
tificate will show date of vaccin- 
ation. 

Serum, which is more expen- 
sive than bacterins, and anti- 
biotics will safeguard animals 
that have been exposed. This 
gives immediate protection but 
for only a few days. 


3. HANDLE cattle with care 
during shipment. Don’t ship 
more than 24 hours without an 
eight-hour rest period during 
which they get clean drinking 
water and good hay. Overcrowd- 
ing or extreme heat or cold puts 
extra strain on the animals. 


4. GIVE special care when cat- 
tle arrive at your farm. Provide 
clean dry shelter that isn’t too 
drafty. The animals should be 
left ta rest as long as possible 
with. clean water and hay ayail- 
able. 

Avoid overfeeding. Watch for 
sick animals, and remove them 
from the herd at once. 

Some good Corn Belt feeders 
have their veterinarians stop by 
daily for the first few days after 
getting new catile in. Animals 
treated in the early stages of the 
disease will usually be back on 
feed in a short time.

Direct Sun May Cause Fresh Paint To 
Blister; Other Painting Tips Below 


EADY to paint your house or 

barn? Here are some points 

on painting by experienced pain- 
ters. 

You can do outside painting 
whenever weather is clear, dry; 
and temperature above 40 de- 
grees. Don’t paint when weath- 
er is too hot, especially when 
painting wood trim. Hot sun can 
cause rapid evaporation. 

Result may be formation of 
skin on the surface, so a blister 
is raised. Always paint on the 
shady side, away from sun, in 
hot weather. But make sure the 
surface is dry. Don’t paint over 
wet or damp surface. 

Wood primer coat covers 
about 450 square feet per gal- 
lon. Regular house paint 
covers 500 to 600 square feet 
per gallon, depending on sur- 
face. On new wood, or bad- 
ly weathered surface, you'll 
need primer coat before you 
put on the regular finish coat 
of paint. 


You'll want to be certain that 


all surfaces are dry and clean. 


Coat knots and sap streaks in un- 
painted wood with aluminum 
paint or thin shellac. Allow these 
spots to get thoroly dry before 
you start with the actual paint 
job. 

Nail down all loose boards. 
Putty nail holes after first coat 
is put on. Take off all loose and 
scaling paint. Scrape, wire- 
brush, or burn with torch. Clean 
bare spots, same as you would 
new or unpainted surface. 

Glossy spots, such as under 
eaves, on cornices, or porch ceil- 
ings, need sandpaper treatment 
to give you proper surface for 
finish coats. Wash mildew and 
fungus spots with paint cleaner. 
Rinse them, and let dry. 

Painted surfaces that have 
weathered normally need sand- 
paper and dusting before fresh 
paint is applied. 

Take off all loose putty on 
window glass. Then prime these 
spots, and put in fresh putty. 

Now you can mix your paint. 
It’s important to stir paint well 
before you attempt to use it. 
This can make the difference be- 
tween a poor paint job and a 
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good one. Don’t try to hurry this 
step. : 

1. Pour surface oil into an 
empty clean container. 

2. Stir up pigment well from 
bottom. 

3. Pour oil 
while stirring. 

4. Stir again vigorously and 
pour from can to can. 

Now for the real brush job! 
Use a brush about three and one- 
half to four inches wide, with 
bristles at least three and one. 
half inches long for the main job. 
For trim, a two and one-half to 
three inch brush is about right. 
Sash tool may be had for win- 
dows: 

When painting, keep your 
brush well filled. But don’t dip 
brush its whole length in paint. 
Doing so, you load too much 
paint into the brush. Result: 
Much spattering—a sloppy job. 

Always begin at top, and work 
down. If you paint lower part 
first, there’s danger of dripping 
wet paint from above onto fin- 
ished surface below. 


back gradually, 


Most painting can be done 
from a ladder. Begin at an 
upper corner and try to fin- 
ish at another corner or win- 
dow. This avoids laps or 
streaks, 

If painting stops at middle of 
an unbroken surface, next day's 
painting beginning there will 
leave a streak. Paint across 4 
board of clapboard siding, cov 
ering about six feet at a time 
Then paint the board under it, 
so on down. Finish one coat on 
the whole house before starting 
another coat. 

Paint trim and shutters last 
Shutters will best be taken down 
and painted on horses or boxes. 
Be sure they’re clean and dry 
before painting.

Fall Fertilizer Gives Same Yield Boost 


As Fertilizer Put On In The Spring 


UT PART of your fertilizer 

on this fall. 

It can save you both time and 
work next spring. And give you 
just as much yield increase, too. 

There are other reasons why 
you may want to put on ferti- 
lizer this fall. 


Suppose you want to bulk 
spread. Both roads and fields 
are in better shape for trucks 
in the fall. 


You may get better service 
from your fertilizer dealer, too. 
He’s not as busy in the fall. 

Chances are he’ll have just the 
grade you want—and it won’t be 
green fertilizer that cakes in the 
bag. It’s had time to cure prop- 
erly. 

Fertilizer companies go into 
the spring with warehouses full. 
At the peak season, warehouses 
are emptied, and the plant can’t 


keep up with demand. Then 
some fertilizer that goes out is 


short on curing. 

Fall application gives the com- 
panies a break. It scatters de- 
mand thru more of the year. 
Then plants can produce at 
capacity during more of the year. 

With demand spread out, you 
have a better chance of getting 
the grade you want—even if you 
buy late in the spring. In recent 
years, spring demand has ex- 
ceeded supply. Some farmers 
had to go without or buy differ- 
ent grades. 

But what 
efficiency 
creases? 


about fertilizer 
and yield _in- 


Recent Iowa State College re- 
sults showed a greater boost in 
corn yield for phosphate and 
potash applied in fall than for 
similar amounts put on in spring. 
In general, there has been little 
if any difference in late fall and 
spring applications. 

University of Missouri special- 
ists agree. Phosphate and potash 
can be applied about any time 
machinery can be driven over 
the fields, they say. 

All the phosphate and potash 
needed for the whole rotation 
can be put on in one application, 
say University of Illinois soils 
men. 

Corn Belt experiment station 
men have said for a long time 
that lime and fertilizer can be 
applied in the fall. Here’s how 
they are figuring about other fer- 
tilizers: 

Fertilizer is lost by leaching 
and runoff. Some can be tied up 
by the soil. Most of it is released 
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later. 
much. 

On the heavier Corn Belt soils, 
leaching is small. Small enough 
that it can be forgotten. You 
can expect loss on sandy 
tho. 

On hilly land, you have to 
watch out for runoff. Fertilizer 
particles can be carried away 
just like soil particles. 

Fertilizer can be safely applied 
ahead of any fall plowing. If 
land is too steep to fall plow, it 
is too steep for fall applied ferti- 
lizer. Unless there’s a good sod. 
Sod can hold lots of water and 
cut runoff to almost nothing. 

The story on nitrogen is not 
quite so cut and dried. But lowa 
State College tests show that 60 
pounds of nitrogen for corn 
usually boosts the following oat 
crop. And by about as much as 
20 pounds of nitrogen applied di 
rectly to the oats. 


So that doesn’t count for 


soils, 


Some research indicates 
that nitrogen can be applied 
in the fall with little loss. 
Many soil specialists have 
quit worrying about over- 
winter nitrogen losses—ex- 
cept on sandy soils. 


When ground is frozen, there’s 
no leaching. And when tempera: 
tures are warm enough, bac- 
teria tie up much of the soluble 
nitrate nitrogen. Ammonia nitro- 
gen is held tightly by clay par- 
ticles. It’s reasonable that losses 
will be small. 

John Pesek, Iowa State College 
soils specialist, has one warning: 
“Don’t expect fall—or spring— 
broadcast applications to take 
the pjace of hill or row fertt 
lizer for corn. In many cases, 


there’s no real substitute.”

In 1951 the Demuths got their 
300 chicks on April 20th.

The Demuths use an 8-sided 
brooder house in which many folks 
might try to brood 500 chicks. Pro- 
bably that is one of the important 
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reasons for their good results. They 
don’t overcrowd. The building is 
pulled onto the edge of a clover 
field where pullets have choice 
range throughout the summer. 


Chicks are started on Purina 
Chick Startena. At about 5 weeks 
they are changed to a ration of oats 
and ground corn balanced with 
Purina Chowder. After being 
moved to the laying house pullets 
are self-fed with whole oats in one 
hopper, shelled corn in another and 
Purina Egg Chow in another.

HE canning season starts 
with a rush and ends with 
a rush. There are a few quiet 


spots in between but not many. 

Right now with the end of the 
season in sight, you are canning 
tomatoes and tomato juice, grape 
juice, making jelly from plums, 
grapes and probably freezing 
peaches and corn. Then it’s over 
until next year. 

Mrs. Kenneth Blake of Tama 
county, Iowa, sends in this time- 
ly recipe for Canned Garden 
Salad. 


CANNED GARDEN SALAD

Into each sterilized quart jar, 


put one tablespoon sugar and 
one teaspoon salt. Put in one 
onion, thinly sliced, and cover 


with a layer of bite size pieces 
of tomato. Over this, slice one 
carrot in thin pieces, and cover 
with a layer of tomato. Next, 
add one stalk of celery cut into 
small pieces (some celery leaves 
may be used) and a layer of to- 
mato over that. 

Divide one quart whole kernel 


cooked corn among the seven 
jars, and cover again with to- 
mato. Divide cooked colored 


beans among the seven jars, and 
fill jars to within an inch of the 
top with tomato. Press gently if 
needed to bring juice as high as 
tomatoes. Alternating the vege- 
tables in the jars makes for an 
attractive, bright product. 

Seal jars according to type 
used, and process 60 minutes in 
hot water.

Tie the top 
tightly, and add to a tomato mix- 
ture. Heat slowly to boiling. 
Then cook rapidly, stirring con- 
stantly, for 45 minutes or until 
thickened. Remove the spice bag. 


Pour marmalade into hot clean 
bags, and seal. 
Even if you have a freezer, 


you'll want to can some corn for 
variety. Remember that corn 1s 
a non-acid vegetable and needs to 
be processed a long time. For 
either the cream style corn oF 
the whole kernel be sure to use 
strictly fresh corn.

How Much Corn 


To Store? 


One Billion Bushels Reserve Would Keep 
Stock Well Fed In Most Short Crop Years 


+ OW much corn should you 

store on your farm to pro- 
tect yourself and your livestock 
program from upsets resulting 
from bad weather? 

Every farmer has to answer 
that question. But he also must 
answer a harder one: How much 
corn should be held over from 
year to year in the whole United 
States as a reserve against 
drouth and war? 

Maybe that seems like too 
tough a question for any farmer. 
Yet somebody must answer it 
before farmers will know what 
to do about corn acreage, stor- 
age of corn on the farm, storage 
at country points and terminals. 


Secretary Benson and Un- 
dersecretary Morse of the 
USDA want to get CCC out 
of the storage business and 
put the reserve corn on 
farms and in the hands of 
the trade. But they also want 
to keep reserves low. 


How much of a corn reserve 
should be carried over every 
fall? Here are some answers: 

Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa 
Homestead says: One billion 
bushels. 

The agriculture committee of 
the National Planning Associa- 
tion says: One billion bushels. 

A report prepared for the sen- 
ate agriculture committee says 
that a reserve of one billion 
bushels would have offset all the 
bad years, except 1934-36. For 
that kind of disaster, one billion 
bushels reserve would. have 
proved too small. 

On the other side are some 
farm leaders and some grain 
trade men who feel that reserves 
of 300 million or so would be 
adequate. 

Right now, the nation is using 
over three billion bushels of 
corn a year. Most of this goes for 
livestock feed. 

Suppose we ran into a year 
like 1947, when the crop was 
2,400 million bushels. That would 
mean a shortage of 600 million 
bushels in one year. 

Suppose we had another short 
crop, one like 1940, with 2,500 
million bushels. That would set 
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us back another 500 
bushels. 

A billion bushel reserve could 
be used up in two years of less 
than average yields, like 1940 
and 1947. 

A year like 1934 or 1936, of 
course, would create a deficit of 
1,500 million bushels in one year. 

This kind of figuring doesn’t 
allow for war demands, merely 
for changes in weather. It is pos- 
sible that additional reserves for 
war should be added to the bil- 
lion bushels needed to offset 
weather hazards. 

But if the nation needs one 
billion bushels of corn in reserve, 
how soon will we get it? Not 
this year. The carry-over in Oct- 
ober will be around 800 million 
bushels. 

If we have good weather in 
1954 and if acreage isn’t cut 
down, we would have the billion 
bushel reserve by October, 1954. 

Where should this reserve be 
stored? This fall, CCC will own 
between 500 and 600 million 
bushels. Farmers and grain trade 
will hold the rest. 

Should farmers hold more of 
this reserve on farms? And what 
kind of storage compensation 
should be provided? Should local 
elevators be encouraged to store 
more corn at country points? 


When should these _ re- 
serves be turned on the mar- 
ket? One plan would be to 
see that the same amount of 
corn was available for live 
stock feed every year, re- 
gardless of the size of the 
corn crop.

Three billion bushel corn crops 
are a new thing in American 
history.

Plenty Of 0-205 
Certified Oats 


Seed oats of the Missouri 
0-205 variety will be plentiful 
next year, says J. L. Robin- 
son, secretary of the Iowa 
Crop Improvement Associa- 
tion. 

This variety resists race seven 
of stem rust and is somewhat re- 
sistant to crown rust and sep- 
toria. It is recommended by Iowa 
State College agronomists for 
southern Iowa and is said to be 
performing rather well in north- 
ern Iowa. 

Agronomists point out that 
Missouri 0-205 oats have a rather 
fine stem. They may not stand 
as well as some varieties in sea- 
sons when lodging is bad. 

Robinson says 400,000 bushels 
of certified Missouri 0-205 oats 
will be available in Iowa; 800,000 
bushels in Illinois and 100,000 in 
Missouri. 

County extension directors in 
Iowa have a list of lowa growers 
of Missouri 0-205 oats. 





Drain Juice Out 
Of Silage 


Silos should have drains 
installed if the silage in the 
bottom gets water-soaked 
and bad smelling, says Stan 
Witzel, University of Wis- 
consin engineer. 


Place two or three lines of 
sewer tile with open joints across 
the bottom of the silo. The tile 
should empty into an outside 
drain or sump. 

A foot of coarse gravel over 
the silo floor will provide for 
seepage of the free liquids to- 
ward the tile. 

Witzel says a good drain may 
save strain on the silo walls, as 
well as insure better silage in 
the bottom. 





New Measure For 
Non-Fat Solids 

A new way to measure 
non-fat milk solids promises 
to be practical for use in 
dairy plants. 


The Bureau of Dairy Industry 
reports that a newly designed 
lactometer and a new formula— 
plus the regular butterfat test— 
have looked good in preliminary 
trials. 

With a growing market for 
non-fat solids, many dairymen 
question the current practice of 
pricing milk on butterfat con- 
tent alone. The new method 
may make milk pricing more 
practical. 

Lactometers, which measure 
the specific gravity of milk, have 
been used for years to gauge the 
solids content. But results 
weren’t considered reliable.

Creep-Feeding Helps Get Cheap Early 


Gains. 


oe got to get fall pigs 

up to good size before cold 
weather,” declares Walter Body 
of Sac County, Iowa. 

“I try to keep pigs growing as 
fast as possible when they’re 
little,” Body adds. Creep-feed- 
ing helps him get the job done. 

“My hog program used to bog 
down just after pigs were wean- 
ed,” Body admits. “Seemed like 
the pigs always took a set-back 
at that stage.” 

Feeding a good pig starter in 
a creep has helped Body get 
bigger pigs at weaning age. And 
creep-fed pigs keep right on 
growing when they’re weaned. 
In recent Body has 
been supplementing sow’s milk 
by feeding synthetic milk in the 
creep. 

With plenty of the right kind 
of feed, pigs can make the cheap- 
est gains of their lives prior to 
weaning, says S. W. Terrill, head 
of the swine division at the IIli- 
nois College of Agriculture. 

Creep-feeding helps eliminate 
those 20 to 25-pound runts at 
weaning time. And Terrill adds 
that death losses have been less 
in creep-fed pigs than in pigs not 
creep-fed in Illinois tests. 


seasons, 


Pigs need the creep feed 
most during the fifth to 
eighth weeks — when the 
flow of sow’s milk is drop- 
ping and pigs’ appetites are 
growing. 

But most good hog producers 
like to have pigs eating in a 
creep by the time they’re 10 
days to two weeks old. That aids 
early growth. And pigs are ac- 
customed to eating in the creep 
by the time they really need the 
extra feed. 

You can afford to give fall pigs 
plenty of pig starter to get them 
in shape to utilize cheap feed 
that’s on most farms in the fall. 


Don’t Neglect Water Supply 


Body will pasture his fall pigs 
on red clover new seeding until 
corn harvest. Then he’ll let the 
shotes clean up cornfields behind 
the picker before he brings them 
in to be finished for market on a 
concrete floor. 

“One thing about fall pigs, 
You have to have room to handle 
them,” Body declares. Otherwise 
you’re likely to have loss from 
disease. 

Main thing is to keep bedding 
clean and dry, says Vernon Orig- 
er of Emmet county, lowa 
Origer’s hogs are confined to a 
concrete floor in his barn from 
the time they leave the stock 
fields until they go to market, 


“I haul a load of manure 
every day—and give the hogs 
clean bedding every 
day,” Origer says. 


“I like fall pigs. It takes work 
to care for them. But most years, 
they make more money than my 
spring pigs,” Origer says. 

His last bunch of 65 fall pigs 
went to market at an average 
weight of 268 pounds when they 
were a week short of six months 
old. The year before that, he sent 
72 fall pigs to market at an aver- 
age weight of 272 pounds when 
they were six months old. 

Origer doesn’t let his spring 
pigs get that heavy before séll- 
ing. © 

“IT rush the spring pigs as fast 
as I can,” he says. “But on the 
fall pigs, I wait for the market.” 

Don’t fail to give your pigs all 
the water they want thru fall 
and winter. It takes five pounds 
of water to make a shote gain a 
pound. 

“Cheapest hog gains are made 
on water,” declares one Dickin- 
son county, Iowa, hog producer. 
To make fast gains, pigs need 
to have fresh water available all 
the time.

Visits With 
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Drouth Cattle Need 
Special Care 


Many cattle are coming 
into the Corn Belt from 
drouth regions. Many of 


these cattle, even tho they 
may not look starved, have 
been on deficient rations, 


The main deficiency will be of 
vitamins. Such animals will be 
low in disease resistance and 
may not respond like a well-fed 
animal. Provide a good mineral 
and vitamin supplement. Vita- 
min A especially will be needed 
by these cattle. 





Watch For Screw 
Worm Fly 


Screw worm flys have 
plagued southern cattlemen 
for years. But in recent 
years, they have invaded the 
northern states too. 

The screw worm fly lays eggs 
in wounds or cuts. When eggs 
hatch, maggots feed on the ani- 
mal’s flesh. Livestock should be 
watched carefully for cuts. Ifa 
cut becomes infested, treat the 
wound with Smear 62. 





Many Causes For 
Scours In Pigs 


Hog raisers should keep in 
mind that scours is not a 
single disease. It may be 
caused by a change in diet, 
or it may be a symptom of 
an infectious disease. 


A number of hog diseases may 
produce scours aS a symptom. 
So when scours or loose bowels 
are seen in a herd, it’s important 
to check the entire herd. A vet- 
erinary diagnosis may be neces- 
sary to find out the cause. Re- 
member these points: 

1. Watch for all scours, weight 
losses, or failure to gain. 

2. Keep newly purchased pigs 
isolated from the rest of your 
herd for three weeks to a month. 

3. Use clean ground and lots. 
Then you’ll control worms that 
wear down a pig’s resistance. 

4. Feed balanced rations on 
good pasture. 





Diseases Travel 
With Animals 


Every fall, thousands of 
cattle, lambs, and hogs are 
shipped into Iowa and other 
feeding states, 


Many of these animals have 
been thru public stockyards and 
barns where they have an oppor- 
tunity to pick up diseases. Add 
long shipping time and irregular 
feeding which lower their resist- 
ance to disease. The result is 
often a diseased animal coming 
to your farm. 

So it pays to take precautions 
with shipped-in livestock. Keep 
them segregated from other live- 
stock on your farm for several 
days to see if disease symptoms 
appear. 

Parasities and many infectious 
diseases are spread to native 
stock every year because live- 
stockmen allow newly purchased 
stock to run with native stock.

“Some of my land was even too 
steep for a row crop tractor,” 
says Peck. “So I bought a small 
track-type unit.” 

“A good seedbed is the main 
step,” insists Peck. “Ground 
should be in good enough shape 
for corn planting.” Peters likes 
a well worked seedbed, too. 

Peters mixed birdsfoot trefoil 
with red clover and ladino clover. 
More and more farmers are seed- 
ing only trefoil and a nurse crop 
in permanent pastures, 

Peck favors brome and 
alfalfa for land that can be 
plowed and reseeded every 
four or five years. But he’s 
happy to stick with trefoil 
for permanent pastures. 

Most farmers renovate only 
part of their pasture land each 
year. 

“I’d be setting on top of the 
world if I had the rest of my 
pasture renovated,” says Zen- 
ishek. “I want to do another 40 
acres this fall.” Peck and Peters 
do some renovation work each 
year, too. 

It costs a lot of money to fix 
all your pasture land at once. 
And takes a lot of time and labor, 
On hilly land, you can renovate 
a strip at a time around the hills, 
That cuts down danger of ero- 
sion. 

Best deal seems to be a regular 
plan for’ some work each year 
until the job is done. It’s sure to 
pay if you can use the extra 
feed.

Home From Fair 


Animals that have been 
exhibited at fairs should be 
isolated for at least 30 days 
after they return home. 


That advice comes from Dr. R. 
L. Knudson, USDA veterinarian. 
It will help protect the animals 
in the home herd from disease, 


he explains. 
During the 


diseases to which animals might 
have.been exposed. 

“Bring home a blue ribbon and 
not a disease,” the veterinarian 
cautions. Comply with all fair 
health requirements. 





Tractor Smoke Helps 
Spot Trouble 


Clue to some tractor trou- 
bles can be found in the color 
of exhaust smoke. 


Black smoke from the exhaust 
could indicate the tractor is 
using more gas than necessary. 
The air and fuel mixture is too 
rich. Other causes of black smoke 
are improper float level, too rich 
a load adjustment on the car- 
buretor or a plugged air cleaner. 

A bluish smoke may mean that 
oil is burning in the combustion 
chamber. 
that valves or piston rings are 
worn or stuck. 


Get An Accurate 
Soil Sample 


Want to get a soil sample 
that will result in an accur- 
ate soil test? Here are sug- 
gestions from R. D. Bronson, 
Purdue University soils spe- 
cialist: 





Avoid mixing soils that are 
light and dark colored, eroded 
and uneroded and soils with a 
different past treatment or crop- 
ping history. 

Stay away from sand ridges 
and low areas, farm lanes, field 
feeding areas, and at 
least 100 feet from dusty roads. 

Then, using a shovel, sampling 
tube or auger, remove a small 
sample from surface to plow 


depth. Take 10 to 15 such sam- 


ples over an area no larger than 
10 acres. Mix the samples thoroly 


in a clean pail. After the mixture 


has dried, you get your soil sam- 
ple by filling a soil carton from 
the pail.

Weeds | Steal Water 


Best reason for cultivating and clip- 


ping for weed control is that weeds 
use more water than crops. 

Ernest D. Walker, extension soil 
conservation specialist at the Illinois 
Colleze of Agriculture, says that the 
average ragweed plant, for example, 
uses five times as much water for 
growth as a corn plant. 

And a common mustard plant not 
only uses four times as much water 
as corn, but also takes twice as much 
nitrogen and phosphorus and _ four 
times as much potash from the soil. 

so give your crops a break and Keep 
weeds out of your fields. Don't forget 
how important it is to clip your pas- 
tures and stubble fields, Walker says.

Hold Four-Inch Rain? 

\gronomists at the University of 
Nebraska recently received the ques- 
tion, “How can you stop washing dur- 
ing a four-inch rain?” 

reply, Dr. M. D. Weldon, exten- 
sion soils specialist said that by ap- 
plying all of the recommended soil 


conservation practices developed in the 


conservation plan for the farm by the 
lo soil conservation district, erosion 
can be controlled during a_ typical 
Nebraska “gully-washer.” 

He cited as an example, the heavy 
rains during May of 1950 in the Una- 


dill vicinity in eastern Nebraska 


Fields which had been in corn for sev- 
eral years with no terraces and no con- 
touring, were badly washed and seri- 
ously damaged. 

On the other hand, a field which was 
terraced and which had been under 
brome and alfalfa for three or four 
years followed by one year of corn ir 
rows parallel to the terraces, absorbed 
water rapidly and permitted only slow 
runoff and almost no erosion loss, even. 
under eight inches of rain in 24 hours 

Dr. Weldon says that the answer to 
the question is to see the local soil 
onservation service district office, and 
develop a complete plan of soil con- 
servat for the farm, including suit- 
able op rotation, methods of tillage 
te ‘ contour and strip cropping as 
rec ended for the various parts of 
the by the SCS.
